Nit picking, being my specialty, let me make a correction to this 
statement. There is no such a thing as "two phase" electricity. The 
opposite terminals of the 240 volt supply you refer to are a SINGLE VOLTAGE 


SOURCE. As you know, voltage is measured respective to another point ina 
circuit. In 240 volt service there is only one phase applied to the load, 
thus it is properly called xsingle phasex. In three phase service, THREE 
sources of voltage (with their respective phase displacements) are applied 
to the load, their voltages being measured with respect to the neutral, 
even if the neutral is virtual as it is in power transmission.

I recently received two packages packed in "Sealed in Air" materials. 
One was from Staples and one from Drugstore.com. The items were 
received with out a hitch. 


However, that said, I don't think I would want to consign a valuable 

boatanchor to the materials. For one thing I have absolutely no idea of 
how much weight bearing load it might take. The packaging is sitting in 
the boxes as sort of a life test. I am interested in seeing how long it 


takes to loose it's' air. So far it has been about a month, 


I have used foam in place to ship personal and business equipment to 
Europe. My employed at the time made precision Autopilots for the F-16 
fighter and I managed his European repair center in Amsterdam(like the 
Maytag repairman but with good beer!. I shipped my own ham station 
using the company shipping department. They used foam in place. It got 
there absolutely undamaged. 


Of course foam in place is a solid, but lightweight structure. Sealed 
in Air is not!

Folks: 

Not to be picky, but I don't want anyone to get wrong info. In regards 
to our 120/240v residential service, it is single phase. We in the trade 
call it 120/240 single phase, three wire. It is simply the centexr-tapped 
coil of a "pole pig" (backyard transformer) which in turn is usually fed 
from one-phase of delta or wye system. (Probably 4160/2300v). 

However, there definitely is two-phase AC. It is rather rare now but at 
one time was a very common source of distribution power until someone 
discovered 3 phase. 


Hope this straightens that out.

There is no such a thing as "two phase" electricity. The opposite terminals 
of the 240 volt supply you refer to are a SINGLE VOLTAGE SOURCE. As you 
know, voltage is measured respective to another point in a circuit. In 240 
volt service there is only one phase applied to the load, thus it is 
properly called xsingle phasex.

There must be a surge limiting resistance or impedance in series with 
silicon diode rectifiers to prevent exceeding the diode's surge current 
rating when power is first applied and the power supply input filter 
Capacitor acts like a short circuit until it gets a substantial charge. In 
a propperly designed transformer operated power supply the transformer acts 
as the surge limiter. If rectifying directly from the AC power line the 
impedance is nil and you will need a surge limiting resistor. Typically, a 
47 ohm I watt resistor will do the job for an AAS, etc. When replacing a 
selenium with silicon diodes there will be higher rectified DC voltage 
which may or not be OK, depending on the rated voltage of the filter caps 
and other considerations such as plate dissipation in a series regulator 
tube.

Not to be picky, but I don't want anyone to get wrong info. In regards 
to our 120/240v residential service, it is single phase. We in the trade 
call it 120/240 single phase, three wire. It is simply the centexr-tapped 
coil of a "pole pig" (backyard transformer) which in turn is usually fed 
from one-phase of delta or wye system. (Probably 4160/2300v). 

However, there definitely is two-phase AC. It is rather rare now but at 
one time was a very common source of distribution power until someone 
discovered 3 phase.

Oh my goodness... Forgive my frustration, but this has been a long 
running debate on a number of other newsgroups, so let me try to put 
some perspective into it. If you rotate the phase of the third wire of 
a three wire system around to 90 degrees WRT the other two, you have the 
"accepted" definition of two phase power. However, it's two phase xby 
conventionx, NOT mathematical equations. Paul is absolutely right - and 
two phase was highly touted over three phase in the early part of the 
century because it allegedly was less sensitive to load imbalances. The 
rotating vectors with any angle xexceptx 180 degrees allows you, for 
example, to design motors that need no starter. Single phase motors 
fake it with a variety of techniques. As soon as you reach a phase 
angle of 180 degrees you encounter what is known mathematically as a 
discontinuity, and there is no vector difference angle to provide motor 
torque. The resulting effect is like that of having two single phase 
sources, 180 degrees apart, that just xhappenx to have a common wire. 
Bottom line is, if you term US 220v 3 wire service as single phase, 
you're correct by "convention." If you call it two phase, you're 
correct from the theoretical standpoint. It's of such misunderstandings 
that raging debates are borne...
